Wasninerox, September 5.—Before the 
hour for opening the International Medical 
congress every seat in Albaugh’s opera house 
was occupied. The orchestra and orchestra | 
cirele had been reserved for members of the | 
congress. Ladies were im a considerable ma- 
jority in the dress circle and gentlemen in the 
upper gallery. Private boxes were filled by 
the wives and families of officers of the con- 
cress. President Cleveland, Secretary Bayard 
and Speaker Carlisle were escorted by Dr. 
Garnett to seats upon the stage at 11 o’clock, 
and greeted with applause by the audicnce. 
The assemblage was called to order by Pro- 
fessor Henry M. Smith, of Philadelphia, chair- | 
man of the executive committee. He said 
that to welcome the distinguished guests of 
the profession and show his interest in the | 
great humane object, the president of the 
Inited States had consented to open the con- 
eress for organization. He had the honor to 
announce Hon. Grover Cleveland, president of | 
the United States of America.

The chairman of the executive committee 
then proceeded to nominate the gentlemen 
agreed upon by the committee to be officers of 
the congress.

Surgeon General Jeffrey A. Marston, of Her 
Brittani majesty’s army, a committtee to 
escort him to the chair.

| inspector general of the royal navy, on behalf

President Davis having called one of the 
vice-presidents to the chair proceeded to de- 
liver his opening address. 

The presiding officers proposed a vote of 
thanks to Professor Davis, which was enthu- 
siastically accorded, and then announced the 
congress adjouaned till 10 o’cleck tomorrow. 

There has been but one ease of friction in 
the proceedings so faras has been learned. 
Some days ago a committee invited Dr. Fran- 
cisco Durante, of Rome, to answer in the 
name of Italy to the welcoming address. Later 
when Senator Senrinola arrived he claimed it 
as a right that he should have made the re- 
sponse, representing the government of Italy. 
The committee felt constrained to make the 
change and notified Professors Durante. This 
gentleman is much offended and has with- 
drawn from the congress. He claims that he 
and net Senator Seminola is the representa- 


| tive of the Italian government. 


In round numbers, it is estimated that the 
invading army of doctors and their families ac- 
companying them now contains about five 
thousand individuals. The work of registra- 
tion is still in progress, and exact figures are 
not yet attainable. Of these nine-tenths are 
Americans. The papers to be read will cover 
every subject of interest to the medical pro- 
fession. ‘The proceedings of the congress and 
all of the papers read will be printed in Eng- 
lish, French and German. There will be thir- 


| teen papers on genera) medicine; thirty-two on 
| general surgery ; forty-three on obstetrics ; fifty- 


seven on gynecological subjects; forty-one on 
anatomy; fifteen on physiology: nine on 
pathology; twenty-one on ophthalmology; 
thirty-four eh climtology; forty-seven on 
psychological, medicine and nervous diseases, 
and seven on dental and aural surgery.

A HEAVY FAILURE, 
E. 8S. Wheeler & Co., of New Haven, Create a 
Sensation. 

New Haven, Conn., September 5.—The 
failure of E.S. Wheeler & Co., of this city, 
heavy importers of bar iron, steel, tin, etc., 
with branch houses in New York, Liverpool, 

jaltimore and the Chicago and New Haven 
wire company, of which E. 8. Wheeler is pres- 
ident, was announced this afternoon and 
created a decided sensation in business circles. 
The liabilities of the house are chiefly*on in- 
dorsements of bills receivable, unsecured in- 
debtedness being very light. It is 
hoped that business may be successfully 
resumed in a short time. The stoppage 
will probably effect the NewHaven Wire com- 
pany, which is entirely under the firm’s con- 
trol, but will in no way affect the New Hayen 
tolling mill, which is controlled by a separate 
corporation, not in any way involved. 

Members ofthe firm are exceedingly reti- 
cent. The most persistent questioning failed 
to bring out any information as to the actual 
amount involved in the failure, and it is im- 
possible to learn the figures tonight, ‘There is 
no question, however, but that it will be very 
far-reaching and involve a large number of 
the banks and business houses in this city and 
elsewhere. 

A prominent banker, who is pretty well post- 
ed as to the firm’s standing, puts the amount 
of the failure at $2,000,000. Othersare not in- 
clined to estimate quite so heavy an tndebted- 
ness, but all agree that the liabilities are heavy. 
The firm of E. 8. Wheeler & Co. is composed 
of E. 8. Wheeler, Henry D. Wheeler and Har- 
mann M, Welch, president of the First Na- 
tional bank, all of this city. The New Haven 
Wire company, with a capital stock of $150,- 
000, is managed by E. S. eeavies. resident; B. 
E. Brown, treasurer, and 8. A. Galpin, secre- 
tary. The wire company employs three hun- 
dred hands at its mill in Fair Haven, and turns 
out 500 tons of wire daily. 


WEATHER THE PAST WEEK. 


Too Much Rain for Cotton—Not Enough for 
Corn. 
WASHINGTON, September 5.—The signal 


. office today issues the following supplement to 


the weekly weather crop bulletin: 

During the past week the weather has been re- 
ported as favorable for growing crops in Massacbu- 
setts, New Jersey, and for all, except cotton, in 
South Carolina; assligLtly improving them in nerth- 
ern Llincis, Kennessee and Kensas; as improvable 
in Ohio, Indiana, southern Illinois, Missouri, Ar- 
kansas, Mississipp! and North Carolina: for the cot- 
ton growing region too much rain is reported from 
North Carolina; too cool in Sonth Carolina, and some 
damage from wo:msin Mississippi and* Arkansas. 
The reports indicate for the eorn growing region a 
yield below the average, due to deficieney in the 
rain fall. From Ohio it is reported that tobacco has 
beeu injured. Pasturage is reperted good fh Ne. 
braska; improved by ,late rains in Minnesota and 
K. nas; unfavorable in Missouri. Frest occurred in 
central Michigan on August 30 and 31, but no injwy 
has been reported, i

Celebration of the Holiday in the 
Large Cities. 


A GREAT CROWD IN UNION. SQUARE 


A General Suspension of Business in New 
York—Largest Parade of Work- 
ingimnen Ever Known. 


_ New Yorx, September 5.—Labor day, be- 
ing @ legal holiday, all down-town exchanges, 
banks, bankers’ and brokers’ offices and down- 
town offices were closed generally. Many 
other business houses also closed up for the 
day, but some had to remain open. Courts and 
public departments were closed, and business 
of municipal departments was at a stand-still. 
Flags floated from many buildings throughout 
the city in honor of the day, and the streets 
were thronged with sight-seers ffom an early 
hour. The labor parade was the feature of the 
day. Fully 25,000 men, belonging to nearly 
every trade organization in the city, were in 
line. John Morrison, carpenter, and a master 
workman of the Knights of Labor, was gran 

marshal, | 

In the ranks were printing preases in opera- 
tion ; baker’s ovens in full blast; a numberof 
large safes, sailing boats fully equipped and @ 
group of “squaws’’ represented by cigarette 
manufacturing girls. The procession was 
headed by a platoon of mounted police, and 
the route was down Broadway from Thirteenth 
to Fouth street, to Fifth avenue, to Union 
square. At this point fully 10,000 people were 
massed, and the reviewing stand was located 
here. On the stand were a large number of 
representative labor men and women. Among 
them was Henry George, General Master 
Workman Powderly, an

CuicaGco, September 5.—-The celébration of 
labor’s holiday promises to be the most success- 
ful yet held in this city, At-an early hour 
men in the undress aniloties of their respect- 
ive orders, organizations, and societies began 
to assemble at their rendezyous for the custom- 
ary parade, and the streets through which the 
procession was to pass were packed with eager 
throngs of sight-seers. Manufacturing and 
building operations were very generally sus- 
pended for the day throughont the city, and 
the desire to make the day memérable was 
very generally evinced. Nearly every labor 
organization in the city was represented in the 
line of march, which was gay with appropriate 
banners and mottoes and musical with strains 
of countless brass bands. Itis estimated that 
oe et to 50,000 men participated in the 
parade, 

Boston, September 5.—There is almost a 
zeneral suspengion of business. A large in- 

ux of suburb&M visitors and a grand process- 
ion of workinginen marked the celebration of 
the early hours of labor day in this city. The 

rocession was & much larger one than..in the 
abor. demonstration of last year, with the 
difference that in today’s parade a majority of 
the participants are trade-unionists, while ‘ast 
year more than half the men were Knights of 
zbor. During the afternoon there will be 

six monster picnics, and in the evening a 
number of gatherings under the auspices of the 
various charitable societies. 

CINCINNATI, September 5.—Labor day was 
celebrated here this afternoon by a great par- 
ade, in which there was no effort at display 
except in numbers. In this respect, the result 
was gratifying to the managers, as the number 
in line was generally estimated at from 12,000 
to 15,000. The Lady Franklin assembly, com- 
posed of women, was represented by members 
riding in two large wagons. The day was not 
a legal holiday, but many manufactories were 
closed. After the parade there was an im- 
mense meeting in the Garfield place. Entire 
order was maintained. 

Detroit, September 5.—Most of the facto- 
ries and shops were closed today to give the 
employes an rare J to participate in the 
celebratfon of ‘‘labor day.’’ Delegations are 
present from Cleveland, Toledo, London, On- 
tario, and from many points in Michigan, and 
will march in procession. The weather is all 
that could be desired and everything is moving 
off pleasantly. The procession is the largest 
of its kind ever seeninthis city, nearly all 
branches of business being represented. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Septemberr 5.--Labor 
day was observed in Indianapolis by a general 
cessation of work in the mechanical trades. 
During the morning a parade was pe 
through the main streets by the varivus labor 
societies, several thousand men and two hun- 
dred women beingin line. Following these 
came industrial displays on wheels, probably 
the best the city has ever seen. The proces- 
sion disbanded at the ex position grounds where 
a pienic followed. In the afternoon speeches 
re made. There was no disorder of any 

ind. 

BALTIMORE, September 5.—There was quite 
a turnout of labor organizations today. The 
district assembly Knights of Labor paraded in 
a strong force and proceeded to Round Bouy on 
the Annapolis Short Line road, to spend the 
day and evening. The Clothing Cutters asso- 
ciation also paraded in force with the Marine 
band, from Washington and marched to the 
eastern Schwitzen park, where there was gen- 
eral enjoyment for all who participated. 

NEWARK, N. J., September 5.--Fully 5,000 
men were in line in the labor parade this morn- 
ing and the streets were crowded with sight- 
seers. The procession was reviewed a* the 
city hall by Mayors Haynes, of Newark, and 
Cleveland, of Jersey City, Congressmen Leh- 
hach, Buchman and MacAdoo. After passing 
through the principal streets, the paraders 
went to Caledonian park, were 20,000 persons 
had assembled and _a festival was held. 

New Haven, Conn., September 5.—Labor 
day was appropriately observed in this city. 
The various trades organizations gave a parade 
in the morning and in the afternoon went 
down to Savin Rock for a big picnic. The 
day was made a genera! holiday.

The Movement Believed tobe of Great Lun- 


port. 
BIRMINGHAM, Ala., September 5.—{Special.] 
The strike of the brakemen on the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad continues, and this 
morning the strikers were joined by the 
hrite <p at Decatur. The. firemen did. not 
join the strikers this. morning,as was expected, 
and claim now that they haye never intended 
to strike. It is thought, however, that the 
firemen and switchmen will ultimately join 
the strikers, and that the strike will become 
general on the entire system. ; 
Tne brakemen and the yardmen on the other 
fe are in sympathy with the Louisville 
and ville men, and it is believed that a 
general strike is imminent. It is now prett 
enctally understood that the strikers are le 
y some men who were among the ringleaders 
of the. rioters at the east St. Louis riots two 
years ago. One of these men this morning 
threatened to cut the water tanks and draw 
the pins from the cars. He was ordered out of 
the yard, and promptly left. Trains are run- 
ning #8 usual today, but the officers are still on 
duty,and watch every train that leaves the 


yard. 

Tonight Superintendent Miner answered the 
petition of the yardmen and switchmen for an 
increase of wages, which was presented last 
night, His answer was that all who were dis- 
satisfied could come up to the office tomorrow 
and ve what money was due them. A 
majority, if not all, will join the strike.

Strikers admitted thatthere were two many 
ofticers here for them to do any damage to the 
cars and they would make the attempt at this 
remote station. A squad of officers was at 
once sent to Bangor with instructions to 
watch the track closely and wite hero in- 
stantly if any damage was discovered. An 
engine with a coach attached, having a num- 
ber of well armed men and six bloodhounds 
on board is standing in the yard tonight ready 
for any emergency. If the strikers attempt to 
destroy the company’s property they will cer- 
tainly be caught. 


Strike of Switchmen. 


STEVENS Point, Wjs., September 5.—In 
obedience to a general order issued Saturday, 
twenty switchmen of the Wisconsin Central 
railroad struck at this place.

TRAMPED AND BURNED 


A Horrible Disaster at Exeter, 
England. 


ONE HUNDRED AND FIFTY LIVES LOST 


The Theater Royal Takes Fire—The Crowd 
in the Gellery Cut Off From the 
Exit and Roasted. 


Lonpon, September 5.—A theater at Exeter 
took fire this evening during a performance of 
“Romany Rye.” The occupants of the pit, 
after an awful struggle, escaped, but many of 
them were greatly injured. There was only 
one exit from the gallery, and the rush. there 
was terrific. Scores were trodden under foot 
and suffocated. Fire escapes were brought to 
the window and many inside were rescued. 
Sixty corpses have been removed. The in- 
jured survivors were sent to the hospital. The 
mortality is estimated at 100. 

The structure burned was the Theater Royal. 
It was built after the latest’ designs, and was 
elaborately fitted, being considered one of the 
prettiest in the kingdom. There was a full 
house tonight, and everything was all right 
until the end of the third act, at half-past ten, 
when a drop scene fellandin a moment the 
whole stage was 

A MASS OF FIRE. 

Wild panic ensued. Occupants of the stalls, 
pit and dress circle escaped after a dreadful 
crushing, many being badly bruised. The ac- 
tors and actresses were in their dressing rooms 
when the fire began and all escaped. The fire 
originated in the flies and spread rapidly, 
filling the theater with a dense smoke. Oc- 
cupants of the upper circle and gallery rushed 
tojthe windows screaming frantically and many 
jumped from the windows and were injured 
and others. were rescued with the aid of lad- 
ders from the verandas. The fire blazed 
fiercely, lighting up the whole city. People 
were seen flocking to the scene in. thonsands, 
inquiring for friends. 

The scene inside the theater when the fire 
broke out was an awful one. Some men im- 
plored the audiencé to be cool, but it was im- 
possible to check the frantic rush. The thea- 
ter hose was brought into use in a few minutes, 
but the water had little effect on the flames. 
The actors and actresses were taken from win- 
dows with the aid of ladders. They lost every- 
thing except what they wore at the time. Up 
to the present time 

ONE HUNDRED AND THIRTY BODIES 
have been recovered. They are almost unre- 
cognizable. Thirty injured survivors have been 
taken to the hospitals. Fire burned through- 
out the night. Search for the bodies proceeds 
slowly. In many cases every shred of clothing 
is burned off and -the bodies lock 
black and raw. There are various 
reports as to the origin of the fire. It is only 
certain that the flames broke out in the scene- 
shifters’ department. The fire brigade arrived 
five minutes after the breaking out of the 
flames, but the efforts of the firemen. were 
without effect. There were several thrilling 
rescues. A majority of the victims were men 
and boys. About thirty women were burned. 

When the fire started a drop scene was low- 
ered to prevent the draught. Some of the 
actors opened a door to escape, causing the fire 
to burst through the drop scene and to ignite 
the gallery. The flames overtook people who 
were wedged in an immovable mass an 

ROASTED THEM TO DEATH, 
and many who were rescued alive died soon 
after being brought out of the burning build- 
ing. The occupants of the dress circle escaped 
without serious harm. 

Lonpon, September 6.—A telegram from 
Exeter at5o’clock this morning, says that 
the fire is under control. Only the walls of 
the structure are standing. People, distracted 


with anxiety, are wandering about the streets } 


in the neighborhood of the theater in search 
of friends, who attended last night’s perform- 
ance. The hospitals are besieged by anxious 
inquirers for friends. Twenty badly burned 
ersons, who were admitted to the hospitals, 
ied a few moments after they were received. 

The Standard says that the sad similarity be- 
tween the Exeter theater fire and previous dis- 
asters suggests the. culpable disregard of the 
teachings of experience. 

The News says: 

“Tt is safe to say that one effect of this awful dis- 
aster will be a general law to govern the construc- 
tion and management of public plaees throughout 
the kingdom. After this catastrophe, rni that of 
the Comique in Paris, we ought surely jto re- 
quire no more warning.” —

The senate has established a reputation far 
and near for reconsideration. Every measure 
of importance that hes passed that body has 
been reconsidered, and reconsideration has 
been the order also upon every bill of moment 
that has been killed. 

THE MOTION TO RECONSIDER. 

Tt was to be expected therefore that a bill 
that has excited as much discussion as the 
Brady bill would be reconsidered. But the 
action of the senate in reopening the whole de- 
bate upon the motion to reconsider, while 
doubtiess parliamentary, was rather surprising 
to the lookers on yesterday. 

Immediately after the reading of the —— 
Mr. Hawkes rose and moved a reconsideration 
of the vote by which the adverse report of the 
committee upon the Brady bill had been agreed 
to. Mr. Hawkes stated that the object in re- 
eonsidering the matter was to enable the 
friends of the bill to have it recommitted to 
the committee where the objectionable features 
could be stricken out and where the bill could 
be perfected so as to mect the views of all in 
regard to proper legislation upon the subject. 
Mr. Hawkes distinctly stated that the friends 
ef the bil] had no intention of pressing it fur- 
ther in the present shape, and that the sole 
object to be gained by the reconsideration was 
that it would enable the bill to be put in better 
shape. 

OPPOSITION TO RECONSIDERATION. 

Mr. Lewis said that he hoped the motion to 
reconsider would not prevail. He plainly 
stated to the senate the effect sucha motion 
would have if it was carried, that it would 
bring the whole matter up again, that the long 
debate already had upon the bill would count 
for nothing. Already much valuable time had 
been consumed, and there was no reason whiy 
the bill should be reconsidered. It had been 
up on its merits, had been discussed upon its 
merits, and had doubtless been voted upon ac- 
cording to its merits. He hoped the motion 
would not prevail. 

ME. BUTT FAVORS RECONSIDERATION. 

Mr. Butt said he did not believe that the 
senate, when he voted for the adverse report of 
the committee, intended to sit down upon the 
bill and thus kill every effort that was made 
to afford reliei to the farmers of the state.

BRANTLEY SPEAKS AGAINST THE MOTION. 

Mr. Brantley opposed the motion. He said 
the bill was either right or wrong. The bill 
had been considered wrong, root and branch, 
by the majority of the senate, and it had been 
defeated. ‘‘I voted against the bill, and I will 
vote against any amendment or substjjute. If 
it is proposed toamend it in the mafiner sug- 

‘gested by Mr. Hawkes, then I am more op- 

d than ever to the bill. That amendment 

will leave the bill worthless and pointless, 
Taking out what he regards the objectionable 
to us will leave the measure fiat and 
profitless, unworthy. of consideration, with no 
reason for its passage. It might as well be not 
proposed.”’ 
A NEW BILL MIGHT DO. 

The only amendment that could help. the 
dill, in my opinion, can not be made to it in 
its present condition. It will require a new 
bill. Ireferto the amendment of the inspec- 
tion laws, the discussion of which has been 
skillfully drawn into this matter. The evil 
complained of in these laws has not been 
Bought to be remedied bythe bill. It has 
nothing to do with it here, it is not mentioned 
in the bill; and yet there has been a great deal 
of talk here about the commissioner of agricul- 
ture not having time to analyze the fertilizers 
Bent to him. If there is something wrong 
there, why not let a bill be introduced correct- 
ing it? Why not take some of the money re- 
ceived from the inspection of fertilizers at 
present, end now given to the school fund, and 
employ other clhemists to assist in making these 
analyses. 

if, as some senator has said, guano is wrong, 
Jet us prohibit it altogether; but,{do not let us 
stand in the attitude of saying one class shall 
have it, but another class shall not use it. The 
best argument showing that the farmers want 
it, isfound in the statement that they buy 
more and more of it every year. 

THE BILL NO BENEFIT TO FARMERS. 

Mr. Brantley said that he could not under- 
stand how the Brady bill could benefit the 
farmer. The other side had been able in havy- 
ing that fact undemonsirated. He admitted 
that if injuring a man’s credit was calculated 
to benefit him, then the bill might 
be regarded as a_ positive benefit to the 
agricultural! classes; if destroying competition 
and thus raising the price of guano tended to 
benefit the pockets of those men who were 
compelled to buy it, he would admit that the 
bill was a benefit. But when every one knew 
that such results were positively and unnnis- 
takably harmful, how could it be considered 
in any light a benefit tothe farmer? 

Mr. Brantley made quite a long speech and 
reviewed the whole eround taken by the friends 
pf the bill, showing the absurdity of their posi- 
tion and with skill and ability successfully 
refuted every argument that had been ad- 
vanced infaver of the bill. He opposed the 
reconsideration finally, on the ground that it 
Was uscless, as the bill could not be amended 
in the manner suggested by its friends with- 

~ @ut making it unconstitutional. 
ME. JAMIES PRESENTS A PETITION. 

Mr. James presented a petition from a ‘‘far- 
mers’ alliance’ of Coweta county, asking that 
the bill be passed. He said that one object he 
had in presenting the petition was to show 
that he did represent the people of his district 
on thismatter. Thepetition also asked that 
the agricultural department be abolished. Mr. 
James said a few words in favor of reconsider- 
ing the measure. 

r. Powell asked a few questions in regard 
tothe ‘‘furmers’ alliance’ mentioned in’ the 
petition, his questions being intended to elicit 
the fact that it was apart of the State Agri- 
cultural society, which had already condemn- 
2d the bil) by a large majority. 

Mr. Peek took the position that if the pres- 
ent measure was a new one there might be 
Some sense in reconsidering it in order that it 
might be “perfected, but he declared that it 
had been beforg the legislature in some shape 
or other for eight years. Thatit had never 
been perfected in ail that time, and if it could 
mot be perfected in eight years it was not 
Feasoiable to suppose it could be in the short 
time left of the session.

Rallroad Extension Demanded by the Peo- 
ple of Northeast Georgia—The 
Reasons Given. 


ELLuAy, Ga., September 5.—{Special.]—A 
called meeting of the citizens of Gilmer coun- 
ty was held’ in the courthouse in Ellijay Satur- 
day évening, September 3d, in the interest of 
the Marietta and North Georgia railroad.

Mr. C. B. Lackes was then called on to.state 
the object of the meeting, which was that it is 
desired that the citizens and business com- 
munity give expression to their wishes as to 
the extension of the Marietta and North Geor- 
gia* railroad from its present terminus at Mari- 
etta on to Atlanta. 


The chairman was empowered to appoint a 
committee of five to draft resolutions, which 
he did as folows: Colonel R. ‘T. Pickens, Dr. 
E. W. Watkins, Judge J.C, Allen, W. 8. 
Colemanand Jd. H. Milton. After an inter- 
esting pene discussion as to the im- 
portance of immediate action in this matter, It 
was unanimously agreed by the house that a 
conmnittee be appointed to bear to the legisla- 
ture a petition of the citizens, and as much as 
possible, to show how greatly this section of 
the state stands in Mest of the passage of the 
ill granting the desired extension of the road.

THE WHARF FRONTs. 

A large sum of money is soon to be con- 
verted by the Ocean Steamship Go..of Savan- 
nah, into fixed capital in the way of vast 
wharfage extension and improvement. Plans 
have been drawn and contracts already 
awarded for. the construction of two piers 
between the western extremity of the Ocean 
Steamship wharve and the Vall Royal Mills. 
The piers will be each 200 feet in width and 
500 in depth.

Dredging will also be 
done along the other, or easterly side of the 
piers. This will give room fer two vessels 
upon the front and some eight vessels upon 
the piers sides. Two tracks will be laid upon 
each pier with an intervening space of 50 feet.

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“Centennial Anniversary Adoption of Constitution of 
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Cotton Manufacturing in the South. 

During the cotton exposition held in At- 
lanta a few years ago, Mr. Edward Atkinson 
‘took the ground that the south, owing to 
effects of climate, and other things too 
mumerous to mention, could never compete 
with the manufacturing interests of the 
north. Tur ConsTiruTIon took issue 
with Mr. Atkinson at the time, and events 
have proved that he was altogether wrong. 

The statistics onthe growth of cotton 
manufacturing in the south recently gath- 
ered by Bradstreet’s agencies are very in- 
structive. These statistics show that the 
climate, as well as the aptitude ofa large 
class of people, hitherto unemployed, have 
been great factors in the growth and devel- 
opment of cotton manufacturing. Brad- 
gtreet’s figures show that the south is al- 
ready a formidable competitor of New 
England in the manufacture of shectings, 
osnaburgs and the coarser ‘grades of fabrics. 

The markets for these goods have been 
heretofore monopolized by New England, 
but the superior facilities which the south 
offers have already succeeded in driving New 

England from her entrenchments. Here, 
for instance, is the way the Springfield Re- 
publican looks at the situation: 

The fa*t is patent that the south is already a for- 
mnidable competitor and growing more so every day 
for the cotton goods markets that have heretofore 
been monopolized by New England. She | @; raw 
guateria) and fuel rightat her doors, while New 
England has neither.

The Republican, therefore, proceeds to 
give a summary of the Bradstreet figures. 

While the number of cotton factories in 
the south has not greatly increased since 
1880, the growth.and capacities of plants 
has been notable. Sixteen hundred more 
operatives now find employment in cotton 
factories than in 1880, an increase of 9 per 
cent, while their wages have increased 25 
percent. The consumption of cotton by 
these mills has increased in this time about 
31 per cent and the production of cloth 33 
per cent. Complete returns from 136 mills, 
for example, show that. they alone consum- 


bales consumed by all the 164 mills in 
the south in 1580. While the south has 
been steadily increasing its consumption of 
raw cotton during the last few years, the 
north has been at a standstill in this respect 
since 1880. Now let us see how the south is 
faring in the markets once monopolized by 
New England cotton {manufacturers. No 
less than 23 of these 156 factories heard 
from, says Bradstreet’s, now . sell their en- 
tire product in northern states; 12 mulls sell 
$80 and 90 percent of their products in 
former New England strongholds; 14 dis- 
pose of 75 per cent up this way; 8 of them 
66 per cent; 14, 50 per cent; and 15 from 10 
to 30 percent. The south last year ex- 
ported 15 per cent of its entire production of 
cotton manufactures, most of it crowding 
@outthe northern article in the Chinese 
amarkets. Nearly all of these 136 mills have 
been running on full time and paying in 
gnost cases large profits. 

The Republican concludes from all this 
that cotton manufacturing in the south is 
mot only growing, but growing at the ex- 
pense of the New England industry. It 
hints that there are some adverse climatic 
influences which are offset by the fact that 
the raw material and the fuel are right at 
hand. But the truth is, the climatte influ- 
ences are not adverse. The climate is all 
that it should be, and the other conditions 
are all that they should be. In addition, 
there is a class of labor in the south that 
gravitates naturally to the cotton mills and 
becomes expert with the least instruction. 
It is cheap labor, too, and, in most respects, 
is far superior toany that can be found in 
New England.

When people are 
minding their own business, and when they 
respect the rights of others, they are rarely 
interfered with. This class of colored citi- 
zens find it difficult to believe that there is 
such a thing as arace problem, They love 
their own people and desire to be with them,

Our Foreign Element Defended. 
It is greatly to be feared that some of our 
careless and prejudiced speakers and writers 
are slandering the foreign element in our 
population. 
The trouble is that these speakers and 
writers are too busy or to indolent to inves- 
tigate for themselves. They get their in- 
formation at second hand, and get most of 
it from Dr. Strong’s book, ‘‘Our Coun- 
try,’’ a book which, by the way, is enjoying 
considerable notoriety just at present. 
According to the Richmond State, Dr. 
Strong’s claim that our foreign element pro- 
duces more criminals than the native popu- 
lation, is based upon faulty estimates, The 
State charges that Dr. Strong’s conclusions 
are due to the fact that “‘the proportion of 
foreign-born criminals was taken on a basis 
in which adults largely predominated, and 
the proportion of native criminals was taken 
on a basis in which minors largely predomi- 
nated, although the adult class, mainly the 
male adult, furnishes by far the largest 
number of criminals.”’ 
After a careful revision of the facts and 
figures set forth in ‘“‘Our Country,’ our 
contemporary says: 
“In taking the proportion of criminals to native 
and foreign-born population, it would be manifestly 
unfair to count these native children of foreign 
parentage in favorof the native population and 
against the foreign-born population. Such counting 
would be the more unfair forthe reason that the 
criminal class is largely composed of adult males. 
In short, this estimated number of native children 
of foreign parentage should be subtracted from the 
native population, leaving 35,742,566, and it should 
be added to the foreign-born population—6,507,923— 
giving a ‘O'al of 14.241,197, which represents the 
number of foreign-born males and females and the 
yroportion of children corresponding to this num- 
ber, children both foreign-born and native. The 
proportion of foreign-Lorn prisoners, 12,917, less 582 
Chinese and Japanese—12,385, to the number of 
foreign-born males and females, together with the 
number of children born in this country that corres- 
pond to them, 14,211,197, would be one in every 1,- 
149.87, whilst the proportion of native prisoners— 
46,338—to all the natives, whether of native or 
foreign-born parentage, 43,475,840—would Le one in 
every 938.23. 

With this new light thrown upon the 
situation, it will be seen that our foreign- 
born citizens and their children make de- 
cidedly a better showing than those who are 
classified as natives. Suppose we put it this 
way, in round numbers: There is one crim- 
inal to every 1,100 of our foreign population, 
while there is one criminal to every 900 of 
our native population. 

' Of course some of our excitable speakers 
and writers are so thoroughly saturated 
with an unreasonable prejudice against 
foreigners that they cannot help showing 
them up in the worst possible light. But 
they have no right to slander this class of 
our fellow-citizens. They should take the 
pains to verify an infamous charge before 
they spread it abroad.

Expec- 
ially it will be his duty to see that no opponent of 
tariffreform and the other cardinal prinelples of 
democracy be placed at the head of a committee of 
such power and importanco as the comunittee on 
appropriations, Tf Randall docs not repent before 
congress meets ani solemnly declare and engage to 
be a democrat for the future, he should be left out 
among the republicans in the organization of house

The slightest 
encroachment cn the social feature of separateness 
should be repelied. 
“Vice is a monster of so hideous mien 
That to be dreaded need but be seen; 
Yet seen too oft, familiar with its face 
We first endure, then pity, then embrace.”’ 

So far as I know, I believe the colored race desire 
separate schools. If, therefore, there be those who 
would come in cur midst and violate this principle 
of natural and :nunicipal law it will surprise no one 
that they should haye a bad opinion of Geo 
laws.

In Sunday's issue of the Macon Telegraph 
there appeared an editorial headed “An lt niit 
Man,” in which. the writer took the position 
that it was “difficult to understand how any 
legislator having proper respect for the judi- 
cial department of the state could conscien- 
tiously support Judge Thos. J. Simmons for 
the office to which he was aspiring.” 

The article created very little attention on 
Sunday because of the fact that very few leg- 
jslators were in the city.

NEARLY 1,200 NEW PUPILS ENROLLED 


What Superintendent Slaton Thinks Abou 
the Coming Session—Arrangements 
for the New Applicants. 


The summer vacation is over! 

“Po books! to books!’ is the ery that will 
greet the children of Atlanta today. 

The first Monday in September is always & 
day fraught with mingled pleasure and regrets 
to the school children of Atlanta. It marks 
the cessation of play and the resumption of 
study. , 

Early yesterday morning the streets swarmed 
with children of both sexes and all ages and 
conditions. 

‘What healthy looking, well-dressed child- 
ren,’ was the remark made by many a casual 
spectator as he saw the groups of rollicking, 
ruddy-cheeked, neatly-attired and girls, 
with their sagghels of books wending their way 
to the school house in the vairious districts 
of the city. 

Superintendent Slaton was,perhaps, the busi- 
est man in the city yesterday. He was at his 
oftice early in the da on | did not leave it 
until late last. night. He was busy filling out 
tickets for the new applicants. In he 
issued during the day something over 1,100 
tickets. This number exceeds that of any 
opening day since the public schools were 
started in Atlanta. 

Superintendent Slaton talked toa reporter 
of THe ConstItTuTIon last night. 

“There is,’’ said he, ‘‘a wonderful influx of 
new school children into the schools. These, in 
addition to the ones who were in attendance 
last year, will fillthe school houses to over- 
flowing. We will do the best we can to accom- 
modate all, but it will be by no means an easy 
matter. One peculiar feature of this session 
will be the crowded condition of the higher 
grades. Heretofore the lower grades were al- 
ways most numerous, but now there isa re- 
oe large number of pupils in the first 
grades.”’ 

‘Are there any changes in the teachers of the 
schools ?’’ 

‘*No, the list of teachers which Tae ConstTI- 
TUTION published in July is correct.” 

“The question that I am asking myself today 
is ‘Where do all these children come from?’ ” 
said Superintendent Slaton. ‘‘It proves to 
me,’’ he continued, ‘‘that the school population 
of Atlanta is rapidly increasing. any new 
families have come to Atlanta since last year, 
and there are hundreds of children to be pro- 
vided with schooling this year who were not 
here last year.”’ 

“How about the ‘Girls’ and Boys’ High 
school? What will you do while they are un- 
dergoing repairs ?”’ 

“On account of a part of the building having 
been taken down, our space here 
is limited. We have arranged, there- 
fore, to house a number of our pupils 
shall in the Ira street school. They who 
live near there will attend. The branch in 
the Ira street school will be in charge of Miss 
Massey and Miss Sargeant. The two gradesin 
the old building will be under Miss Florence 
Adams and Miss Lula Hillyer.

The Governor and His Cabinet. 


Governor Gorpon was in his office all day

There was not anything of a 
very important nature before him yesterday, 
or at least he took no official action in any ver 
important matters.

rovide a penalty, etc. A bill to authorize trans 

erees of tax fi. fas to collect the lawful rate of inter- 
est on said fi. fas from date of transfer, provided the 
same has been recorded as prescribed by law. A 
bill to require a reinvestment ofthe proceeds of the 
sale of trust property, and a report of the acts of 
trustees making sales, and to provide a remedy for 
the failure so to make said reinvestment and report 
and for other purposes, A bill to amend sects on 288 
of the code by making bonds of bailiffs five, instead 
of two, hundred dollars. A bill to authorize the 
governor to issue bonds of the state toan amount 
not to exceed nineteen hundred thousand dollars, 
and negotiate the same for the purpose of raisin 
money with which to pay off an amount of the pub- 
lic debt, which falls due January Ist, 1889, not oth er- 
wise provided for, and for other purposes. A bill to 
incorporate the town of Woodbury, in Meriwether 
county. A bill to amend section 1632 of the code. 

A TELEGRAM WAS received yesterday from 
Governor Richardson, of South Carolina, ask- 
ing that the governor telegraph the Augusta 
chief of police to hold Robert Butts, arrested 
in that city ; that the proper requisition papers 
had been mailed, and were on their way to 
Atlanta. The necessary telegram was sent 
Chief Twiggs, of Augusta, directing Butts to 
be kept, pending the arrival of the requisition.

THE SITUATION DISCUSSED IN COUNCIL 


The Council Meets and Asks For an Amend- 
ment to the City Charter—Fixing 
for Philadeiphia. 


The weather was pleasant, the council cham- 
ber was crowded, and the members were all in 
fine trim when Mayor Cooper called the body to 
order yesterday afternoon. 

But everybody was tired when the council 
adjourned: 

The prohibition question was the interesting 
event of the session, and the subject was 
handled without gloves. The fight was brought 
on by Mr, Bell, who, as a member of the com- 
mittee on legislation, introduceda paper touch- 
ing the saleof Hquorsin Atlanta. The- paper 
had been prepared by the committee, and the 
large audience present was due to the fact that 
it was generally known that the paper would 


be read. 
THE PAPER READS: 

An act to amend an ct establishing a new charter 
for the city of Atla ita approved: Pebrnary 28, 1874, 
and the reveral acts amendatory ther oof, so as to pro 
v d>2 that is hereafterthe sale -of ardent spir-tscr- 
fermented drinks shal! be lawful in said city, the 
Baie of the same Shall be confined to the central 
business portion of the said eity, as described in 
this act, fix ny the price er sum for which each 
license to retail shall issue, and for other purposcs. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by tke general assembly of 
Georgia that an act establishing an*w charter for 
the city of Atlanta, approved February 28, 1874, and 
tle several acts amendatory therecf be hereby 
amended as follows, to-wit: 

If hereafter the sale of ardent spirits or fermented 
drinks shall be lawful in said city of Atlanta, the 
fame shall not be solid at retail or otherwise in said 
city atany point or pace other than within the fol- 
lowing limits, towit: Commencing at the southeast 
corner of Forsyth and Walton streets, thence run- 
ning south along Forsyth street to the northeast cor- 
ner of Mitehell street, thence east alons Mitchell 
street to Loyd street, thence north along | o d:treet 
to Decatur street, crossing Decatur strect at Ivy 
street, thence along Ivy street to @.lmer streei, 
through the several lots intersecting Walton street 
tothe beginning corner. The only exception to 
these limits shall be the Weiumeiser hotel on For- 
syth strect and the Markham 1! ouse on Loyd street, 
wiiei are hereby included in territory in which 
the -ale as aforesaid may be made. 

Section 2. If hereafter the sale as aforesaid 
shall be luwfulin said city, the price orjsum for 
which each license to sell at retail es aforesaid shall 
issue, shall mt be .less than §1,500_ per 
annum, nor. mere than $2,500 per annum, 
and a business or registration tax of $500 per aunwmn 
is hereby fixed against each person, firm or corpor- 
ation selling as aforesaid at wholesale. For the pur- 
poses of this act the selling as aforesaid in quanti- 
ties loss than 9 :e gallon is hereby declared to be re- 
tailing. 

S c.ion 8. If hereafter the sale as aforesaid shall 
be lawful in said city, itshall rot be lawful for any 
gaming table, gaming appliance or device tobe 
kept or used at any place where the sale aforesaid is 
licensed or authorized, nor shall any screen, blind 
or other obstrnetion be placed in front of any door 
or window of any such }-lace. 

Section 4. If hereafter ihe sale as aforesaid shall 
be lawful in said city the mayor and general coun- 
cil of said city shall haye full power and authority 
to legislate the retail of the saine, and at their dis- 
cretion to issue license to retailor to withold the 
game as to each place applied ‘or within the boun- 
dary preseiiLelandto forfeit licenses issued for 
any violation of the regulations prescribed by or- 
dMfianves, this actor for any violation of any law cf 
the state of Georgia with reference to such business 
andto puvish for a violation of any of the pro- 
Visions of this act, and to punish for the retail of 
the same without the license in the boundary

If hereafter the sale as aforesaid shall 
be lawful in said city, any person person selling as 
aforesaid in said city outside of the boundary above 
described otherwise than by retail, shall on conyie 
tion thereof be punished as prescribed in the 4th 
section of this act. 

Section 6. All law or parts of laws in conflict with 
this act are hereby repealed. 

THE CHANGES WHICH WERE MADE. 

‘‘Now, may it please your honor,”’ said Mr.

‘“‘T have here,” said Mr. Angier, ‘‘a letter 
from Governor Gordon touching the subject, 
and I think it highly essential that a proper 
delegation should be in Philadelphia from the 
capital of the empire state of the 
south to witness the renaissance, the 
centennial anniversary, so to speak, 
of the constitution of the United States. 
Georgia, as one of the ‘original thirteen,’’ 
contributed more than her quota of blood and 
treasure to achieve our independence of Great 
Britain, and she sent able men to form this 
more ‘‘perfect union’’ of the states; and with- 
out a cavil, Georgia unanimously ratified their 
work, while other states were halting and dis- 
cussing, and this great instrument was trem- 
bling in the balance.

small, scattered colonies into the mightiest re- 
public of modern times. Let the states run a 
race ot friendly, generous rivalry of conse- 
crated devotion to the federal constitution, and 
in this loving contest let Georgia stand at the 
head of the grand column of sisterhood of 
states.’’

A Slim Attendance to Hear Important 
Papers Read, 

WASHINGTON, September 6.-President Davis 
called the international medical congress 
order at 11 o’clock this morning and introdu 
Dr. Austin Flint, of New York, who proceeded 
to read his paper on fever, its causes, mechan 
ism and rational treatment. His paper was 
larzely of a technical character, and was list- 
ened to with profound interest by the larg: 
audience of doctors present. 

President Davis announced in the meeti 
that the amount of work in various secti 
Was such that it was found desirable that thes 
should hold sessions for two hours in the afte: 
noon. For this reason it would probably 
more satisfactory to all parties if the address 
of Professor Semmola, assigned for delivery to- 
day, be postponed until 10 o’clock tomorrow 
morning, and that hereafter but one address be 
delivered each day. He, therefore, announced 
the session adjourned til! tomorrow. 

Another case of friction, growing out o/ 
misunderstanding of facts, has oceurred. Oi 
of the Irish physicians, Dr. Murphy, of Da- 
lin, has written a letter withdrawing from t 
congress because he felt affronted at not belig 
invited to the banquet of medical editors last 
night. <A letter has been sent to the doctor 
statine that the banquet was not given under 
the auspices of the congress, but of some of t! 
individual delegates to it and that, consequen! 
ly, the congress had no voice whatever in th 
matter. He is asked under the circumstances 
to reconsider his action. 

The morning discussions, at most of the sec- 
tions, were very slimly attended or had no at 
tendance at all, as most of the doctors were ua! 
the general session. At some of the sections 
no one but the seeretary or chairman was prvs- 
ent.
